Building  Community  Out  of  Tragedy

THE  WORLD  STOOD  STILL  in  disbelief 
on  September  11,  but  life  here  at  Western 
New  England  College  carried  on  bravely. 
Reaction  to  the  tragedy  brought  quick 
response  by  College  administrators  on 
many  fronts,  from  adding  security  meas- 
ures to  fielding  media  requests,  to  sup- 
porting activities  for  students  both  from 
the  New  York  area  and  those  just  having 
difficulty  coping  vdth  the  most  unimag- 
inable event  to  occur  in  their  young  lives. 

Immediately  following  the  World 
Trade  Center  attacks,  the  College's 
Emergency  Planning  Committee  opened 
lines  of  communication,  coordinating 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
to  safeguard  campus  security.  The  Office 
of  Marketing  and  Communications 
became  the  center  of  a  media  flurry  with 
reporters  looking  for  faculty  members 
to  help  their  audiences  put  the  events 
into  perspective.  Professors  John  Baick, 
Emmett  Barcalow,  Marc  Dawson,  and 
Michael  Meeropol  responded. 

With  many  undergraduate  students 
native  to  the  New  York/New  Jersey  area, 
student  support  services  became  the  next 
concern.  The  Office  of  Residence  Life 
made  counselors,  faculty  members,  and 
campus  ministry  personnel  available  to 
students  at  nine  locations  across  the  cam- 
pus. A  student-sponsored  candlelight  vigil 
was  held  at  the  Gazebo.  The  turnout  was 
unprecedented. 

On  Friday,  September  14,  the  Student 
Senate  organized  a  fundraiser  selling 
American  flags  at  the  Campus  Center 
with  all  proceeds  going  to  disaster  relief 
Within  three  hours,  all  500  were  sold, 
adorning  offices  and  student  windows 
across  the  campus.  Eager  to  do  more, 
many  students  spent  hours  in  line  to 
donate  blood  to  the  American  Red  Cross 
in  do\vntown  Springfield. 

That  same  afternoon  at  1  p.m.  a 
National  Day  of  Mourning  assembly 
brought  students,  alumni,  faculty,  and 
staff  together  to  share  their  feelings 


through  words  and  song.  Dr.  Anthony 
Caprio  spoke  about  the  personal  nature 
of  the  grieving  process.  Arthur  Gaudio, 
dean  of  the  School  of  Law,  spoke  about 
the  importance  of  maintaining  the  rule 
of  law  in  the  face  of  uncivilized  acts. 
Professors  Michael  Meeropol  and  Sara 
Weinberger  spoke  eloquently  about  the 
power  of  the  human  spirit  to  rise  above 
the  darker  side  of  our  humanity.  Student 
senate  president  Joel  Dusoe  '03  and 
Chandra  Bellamy  '03  provided  a  stu- 
dent's perspective  on  the  tragedies. 

While  the  College  community,  like  the 
nation,  has  been  changed  forever,  our  loss 
of  innocence  has  been  replaced  with  a 
new  sense  of  fellowship  and  focus  on  what 
is  truly  important  in  our  lives.  The  educa- 
tional process  didn't  stop  on  September 
1 1  at  Western  New  England  College,  it  just 
took  on  a  deeper  meaning.  ■

"EDUCATION  was  extremely  important 
to  my  parfiLpts.  When  my  father  went  to 
night  school^at^/\iestern  New  England 
College,  it  was  a  sacrifice  for  my  mother 
and  everyone  in  the  family.  Both  of 
my  parents  impressed  upon  us  from  an 
early  age  the  value  of  a  college  educa- 
tion," recalled  Trudi  Epstein  of  Long- 
meadow,  MA,  about  her  parents  Earl  '53 
and  Shirley  Stahl. 

A  gift  of  education  can  turn  a  loving 
memorial  into  a  living  legacy.  In  2001,  the 
Stahl  siblings  decided  they  wanted  to 
create  a  memorial  to  their  parents.  An 
educational  gift  seemed  the  ideal  choice, 
so  the  Stahl  children,  Trudi;  Eric  Stahl 
also  of  Longmeadow,  MA;  Marcia  Rosen 
of  Brattleboro,  VT;  and  Gina  Levine  of 
New  York  City  contacted  the  Office 
of  Development  to  establish  the  Earl  S. 
and  Shirley  M.  Stahl  Endowed  Memorial 
Scholarship. 

Earl,  the  family  patriarch,  was  an 
alumnus  of  the  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Business  who  used 
his  education  to  build  Dielectrics 
Industries,  Inc.  of  Chicopee,  MA,  into  a 
thriving  global  enterprise. 

In  the  early  days  of  Dielectrics,  Shirley 
handled  many  of  the  day-to-day  opera- 
tions while  Earl  took  the  helm.  Shirley 
shared  his  appreciation  for  education, 
returning  to  the  classroom  herself  after 
their  children  were  grown  to  earn  her 
bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  1973.  Earl  passed 
away  in  1998  followed  by  Shirley  in  2001. 
Their  partnership  lasted  over  56  years. 

Today,  Dielectrics  Industries  remains 
a  family-owned  company  where  Eric 
Stahl  serves  as  its  president  and  CEO. 
From  Earl  and  Shirley's  dream,  the  com- 
pany has  grovm  into  a  world  leader  in  air, 
gel,  and  fluid  bladder  technologies. 
These  components  are  used  primarily

Pump  sneakers.  "My  father  majored  in 
business,"  said  Trudi,  "but  he  had  the 
mind  of  an  engineer." 

In  celebration  of  their  parents'  com- 
mitment to  the  company  and  to  higher 
education,  the  Stahl  children  decided  to 
donate  a  portion  of  their  inheritance  to 
create  a  Western  New  England  College 
scholarship  program  for  children  of 
employees  at  Dielectrics. 

"Our  parents  believed  in  the  self-ful- 
fillment potential  of  higher  education. 
They  truly  felt  that  knowledge,  coupled 
with  desire,  could  enable  any  individual 
to  pursue  his  or  her  dream,"  said  Eric. 

Their  first  recipient  was  Dan 
Serra  '02,  a  triple  major  who  was  the 
subject  of  last  issue's  Student  Spotlight. 
Dan's  mother,  Idalina,  has  worked  at 
Dielectrics  for  seven  years.  In  June, 
President  Anthony  Caprio;  Beverly

BIOMETRICS,  THE  SCIENCE  of  using 
unique  body  traits  as  a  personal  identifi- 
cation tool,  has  been  used  to  safeguard 
security  in  high  level  defense  facilities 
and  hi-tech  labs  for  many  years.  Now  this 
"James  Bond"  technology  is  going  main- 
stream as  concerns  over  national  securi- 
ty make  identification  of  suspected  crim- 
inals a  law  enforcement  priority. 

September  11  put  a  new  focus  on  air- 
port security.  It  is  here  that  biometrics 
may  first  gain  widespread  acceptance. 
Facial  recognition  cameras  that  measure 
feature  dimensions  could  be  used  to 
identify  suspected  criminals  from  photos 
in  a  data  base.  The  merit  of  the  technol- 
ogy is  dependent  on  the  quality  of  the 
data  and  the  length  of  time  the  subject 
remains  on  camera. 

Our  own  Off-Campus  Program  instruc- 
tor Col.  John  DiFava  is  on  the  front  line  of 
airport  security.  On  the  brink  of  his  retire- 
ment as  colonel  and  superintendent  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Police,  DiFava 
was  asked  by  the  governors  office  to  take 
on  a  temporary  special  assignment  as 
acting  chief  of  security  at  Bostons  Logan 
Airport.  According  to  an  October  19, 2001 
article  in  the  Lowell  Sun,  investigation 
into  the  use  of  facial  recognition  cameras 
is  among  DiFava's  first  recommendations 
for  improving  Logan  security. 

Hand-scanning  is  one  technique  that 
could  be  applied  in  the  travel  industry 
that  is  already  being  used  by  the  corpo- 
rate world.  Employed  by  Coca-Cola  Co., 
MasterCard,  and  Walt  Disney  World,  this 
technology  compares  unique  lines  and 
swirls  of  an  individual's  palms  against 
those  pre-coded  into  a  data  bank.  In 
time,  you  too  may  be  using  your  hand  in 
place  of  a  key,  password,  or  time  sheet. 
Or  will  it  be  your  eyes? 

An  Eye  on  the  Future 

One  day  when  you  look  into  your  ATM, 
your  bank  could  be  looking  back.  Iris 


recognition  scanning  has  been  frequent- 
ly mentioned  in  recent  headlines  as  a 
highly  reliable  identity  marker.  Back  in 
1997,  Japanese  banks  were  installing 
these  scanners  in  ATMs.  With  fraud  a 
major  concern  of  financial  institutions, 
banks  and  credit  card  companies  are 
leading  the  march  to  biometric  ID  tech- 
nology. Able  to  recognize  an  individual 
through  glasses  or  contacts  throughout 
the  person's  life,  iris  scanning  could 
become  one  of  law  enforcement's  most 
effective  crime  deterrents. 

Alfred  Ingham,  assistant  dean  of  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  an 
instructor  in  the  Criminal  Justice  Depart- 
ment, sees  biometrics  as  one  of  the  many 
tools  available  in  the  new  age  of  hi-tech  law 
enforcement  greeting  our  graduates.  He 
says,  "Technology  can  save  valuable  inves- 
tigation time.  It's  been  estimated  that  to 
look  through  all  the  fingerprints  on  file  at 
the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  would 
take  one  person  60  years.  Using  the  com- 
puterized AFIS  System,  the  same  process 
would  take  an  hour. 

"Technology  provides  excellent  tools 
to  aid  in  the  identification  process,  but 
the  most  critical  component  of  investi- 
gation remains  crime  scene  manage- 
ment. Often  this  begins  with  the  first 
responding  officer  who  must  be  trained 
to  recognize  potential  trace  evidence. 
Our  Forensics  course  teaches  students 
about  the  identification  process  and  our 
Criminal  Investigation  course  instructs 
them  in  the  12  steps  of  proper  crime 
scene  management." 

In  the  years  to  come,  computer  litera- 
cy and  cross-training  between  such  disci- 
plines as  criminal  justice,  biology,  and 
chemistry  will  be  needed  to  help  law 
enforcement  officers  at  every  level  com- 
bat bio  crimes  and  apply  new  investiga- 
tion techniques.  Education  will  be  the 
key  to  developing  a  professionally- 
trained  police  force.

Says  Dr.  Saeed  Ghahramani,  dean 
of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
"Incorporating  computer  and  various 
areas  of  sciences  into  the  criminal  justice 
curriculum  signals  the  beginning  of 
a  grand  undertaking  that  is  worthy 
of  our  best  efforts.  At  this  critical  time  in 
our  history,  energized  by  a  vision  that 
expresses  our  best  hopes  for  the  new 
century,  we  are  setting  out  to  offer  not 
just  a  better  criminal  justice  program 
but  a  distinctive  one.  We  are  embracing 
with  confidence  a  destiny  for  which  the 
unique  qualities  of  the  School  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  has  prepared  us  and  which  the 
times  we  live  in  require. 

"We  are  in  a  unique  position  to  bring 
all  necessary  resources  together  to  cross- 
train  our  criminal  justice  students  in  a 
way  that  they  can  meet  the  new  chal- 
lenges emanating  from  bio,  computer, 
and  other  new  emerging  crimes."  ■

E-Banking  Branches  Out 


IT'S  A  CHORE  WE  ALL  DREAD  every 
month:  sitting  down  with  our  checkbook 
to  write  check  after  check,  signing  our 
names  over  and  over  again.  And  then 
there's  the  added  joy  of  balancing.  Ever 
wish  there  was  an  easier  way?  There  is — 
E-banking  has  come  home. 

E-banking  and  virtual  banking  are  all 
about  convenience.  While  virtual  banks 
such  as  American  Express  or  Everbank 
exist  exclusively  on  the  Web,  e-bank  or 
web-bank  services  are  an  extension  of 
"brick  and  mortar  banks,"  allowing  your 
own  bank  to  deliver  traditional  services 
to  the  home  or  office  via  the  Internet. 

An  E-Bank  Pioneer 

One  man  who  recognized  the  potential 
of  the  technology  early  on  is  Thomas 
Burton  '70,  chair  of  the  Western  New 
England  College  Board  of  Trustees  and 
president  of  Hampden  Savings  Bank.  His 
online  service,  yourebank.com,  was  one 
of  the  first  in  the  region  to  see  e-banking 
not  as  a  threat  to  the  banking  establish- 
ment, but  the  wave  of  the  future  through 
which  regional  banks  could  level  the 
playing  field. 

"Originally,  we  saw  e-banking  as  a  way 
for  us  to  reach  a  younger  demographic. 
The  20  to  40  year-old  market  has  great 
demand  for  mortgages,  home  equity 
loans,  and  auto  loans.  So  in  1999  we

became  the  first  Springfield  bank  with 
Internet  banking." 

Like  other  institutions,  Hampden 
Savings  soon  learned  Internet-based 
banking  isn't  just  for  the  Web  generation. 
In  fact,  automated  banking  offers  many 
advantages  to  the  elderly — one  of  the 
fastest  growing  groups  heading  online. 
For  those  with  physical  limitations,  auto- 
mated bill-pay  and  account  balancing 
can  save  hours  and  headaches.  And  for 
the  traveling  senior  crowd,  e-banking 
offers  the  convenience  of  transferring 
funds  anywhere,  anytime  from  a  laptop. 

"Now,  we  have  customers  in  all  age 
brackets,  but  the  majority  are  40  to  60 
years  old,"  says  Burton. 

Mortgage  and  loan  origination,  and 
financial  planning,  both  for  consumers 
and  business  customers,  represent  other 
growing  online  areas.  As  with  traditional 
banking,  service  is  the  key. 

"The  'High  Touch'  service  we  offer  starts 
with  the  structure  of  the  website  itself 
People  are  online  because  they  want 
convenience — they  value  their  time.  That's 
why  we  offer  two  options  in  our  "Bill-pay" 
feature.  And  we  back  up  the  Web  with  peo- 
ple— someone  to  call  or  email  with  ques- 
tions during  office  hours,"  says  Burton. 

Continually  fine-tuning  the  right  mix 
of  services  and  delivery  mechanisms  is  a 
challenge  to  e-banking  providers.  For  our 
students  at  the  School  of  Business,  it  has 
become  an  opportunity  to  take  our 
unique  "learning  beyond  the  classroom" 
philosophy  into  cyberspace. 

Harlan  Spotts,  associate  professor  of 
marketing,  has  been  on  the  forefront  of 


e-commerce  education  at  the  School  of 
Business.  Last  year,  he  worked  with 
Burton  to  present  an  E-Commerce 
Forum  at  the  College.  Last  fall,  seniors 
in  Spotts'  E-Commerce  class  developed  a 
survey  for  online  banking  customers  to 
help  banks  like  Hampden  assess  chang- 
ing customer  needs. 

Says  Stanley  Kowalski  Jr.,  dean  of  the 
School  of  Business,  "This  kind  of  project 
provides  an  educational  bridge  from  the 
classroom  to  the  financial  world.  With 
the  added  dimension  of  teaming  our  stu- 
dents with  an  alumnus  and  community 
leader  such  as  Tom,  it's  a  win-win  situa- 
tion. Hampden  Savings  represents  a 
microcosm  of  what  is  happening  in  the 
industry.  E-banking  offers  a  new  distri- 
bution channel  for  existing  institutions, 
eliminating  the  tremendous  investment 
needed  to  establish  new  land-based 
branches.

Think  small! 

NANOTECHNOLOGY  

The  next  big  thing 


THE  NEXT  BIG  THING  will  be  very,  very 
small:  Nanots  (nano  robots)  and  nano- 
factories  produced  by  a  marriage  of  biol- 
ogy, chemistry,  electronics,  and  physics 
will  enable  us  to  synthesize  products 
from  raw  atoms.  So  predicts  Dr.  Carl 
Rathmann,  new  dean  of  the  School  of 
Engineering. 

"Miniaturization  is  the  next  step  in 
robotics.  Robots  won't  be  used  to  dupli- 
cate what  humans  can  do,  but  to  extend 
our  capabilities.  While  size  will  enable 
them  to  go  where  we  can't,  they  will  also 
be  used  as  sensors  in  environments  that 
are  too  hostile  for  humans  or  that  can't 
support  life.  This  technology  will  revolu- 
tionize electronic  control  systems  and 
communications.  Applications  range 
from  exploration  of  the  polar  ice  caps  to 
covert  operations.  One  of  the  most  excit- 
ing areas  will  be  in  pharmaceuticals 
through  nano-biotechnology.  The  biggest 
challenge  w\l\  be  a  total  change  in  think- 
ing about  manufacturing  as  assembly 
and  replication  on  a  minute  scale." 

Matter  Manipulation 
on  the  Nano  Scale 

Molecular  nanotechnology  is  the  science 
of  the  manipulation  of  matter  from  its 
very  foundation — the  atom.  Through  it, 
engineers  and  scientists  will  fabricate 
products  in  the  realm  of  the  nanometer 
scale,  one  billionth  of  a  meter.  In  the 
world  of  microelectronics  and  communi- 
cations, smaller  is  the  key  to  faster. 
Nano-computers  will  be  among  the  first 
wave  of  real  products  delivered  through 
the  technology.  Futurists  predict  nan- 
otechnology's  impact  on  our  society  will 
rival  the  invention  of  the  automobile  and 
computer — and  that's  just  the  beginning. 

Dr.  Richard  Mindek,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  mechanical  engineering,  has  been 
tracking  the  development  of  nanotech- 
nology and  encourages  our  students  to 
become  involved  in  its  research.  He  says. 


"The  importance  of  nanotechnology  is 
best  reflected  at  the  federal  level  by  the 
National  Nanotechnology  Initiative, 
which  includes  an  investment  of  $497 
million  by  the  government  to  help  create 
new  private  and  public  sector  R&D  infra- 
structure. Recently,  we  have  had  an  engi- 
neering student  from  Western  New 
England  College,  Craig  Beal  '03,  partici- 
pate in  this  initiative  through  a  summer 
fellowship  at  the  National  Institute  of 
Standards  and  Technology  (NIST)  in 
Gaithersburg,  Maryland.  NIST  plays  a 
key  role  in  this  initiative  since  it  is  the 
single  governmental  entity  charged  with 
providing  the  measurements,  standards, 
and  data  needed  by  U.S.  industry  to  turn 
fundamental  discoveries  into  new  tech- 
nologies, products,  and  services." 

"Craig  was  involved  this  past  summer 
with  developing  techniques  for  linear 
displacement  and  motion  control  to 
enable  accurate  atomic  scale  measure- 
ment and  manipulation.  Dr.  Tom 
LeBrun,  Craig's  supervisor/mentor  while 
at  NIST,  was  so  pleased  with  his  work 


"Nanotechnology  will  apply 
physics  concepts  to  inorganic 
systems.  The  first  develop- 
ments probably  will  be  in 
properties  such  as  color,  con- 
ductivity, and  hardness.  Later 
we  will  see  self-healing 
materials,  such  as  airplane 
wings  that  are  able  to  self- 
heal  stress  fractures."

that  he  asked  Craig  to  return  for  the 
summer  of  2002.  We  are  excited  about 
this  work  and  hope  to  involve  an  ever 
increasing  number  of  our  engineering 
students  as  this  technology  continues  to 
develop  and  grow." 

How  will  nanotechnology  reshape 
your  world?  Miniaturized  communica- 
tions devices,  early  detection  and  treat- 
ment of  disease  at  the  cell  level, 
increased  food  production  to  eradicate 
famine  through  self-produced  green- 
houses, and  safe,  fast  space  travel — these 
are  the  promises  of  nanotechnology.  But 
with  its  potential,  comes  fear  of  possible 
misuse  or  disruption  of  bio  or  eco  system 
cycles.  If  cloning  and  the  mapping  of  the 
human  genome  opened  a  Pandora's  box, 
nanotechnology  will  open  a  black  hole  of 
ethical  and  legal  controversy.  Increased 
longevity  and  elimination  of  disease 
could  lead  to  overpopulation.  Emerging 
technologies  could  wipe  out  whole 
industries  without  necessarily  creating 
an  equal  number  of  jobs  to  replace  them. 
By  2030,  proponents  of  the  field  predict 
nanotechnology  will  be  here  to  stay.  Will 
you  be  ready?

Real  Estate  Transaction 

 E-DOCS  

Goes  Electronic 


EARLY  INFORMATION  AGE  predictions 
of  the  "paperless  office"  have  failed  to 
materialize  on  the  legal  front.  Hoping  to 
help  clear  away  the  clutter  and  simplify 
the  paper-laden  process  of  real  estate 
transaction,  legal  educators,  practition- 
ers, and  registry  office  personnel  are 
working  together  to  make  electronic 
conveyancing  of  real  estate  transactions 
standard  procedure.  Massachusetts, 
along  with  other  states,  will  be  looking 
to  make  the  practice  a  working  realit}' 
sooner  rather  than  later. 

Each  year,  the  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law  holds  seminars 
and  conferences  on  legal  trends  and 
issues.  In  October  of  2001,  the  School 
hosted  a  seminar  entitled  "Choosing  the 
Digital  Future,"  which  explored  the 
potential  of  using  electronic  real  estate 
instruments  in  the  New  England  states 
and  New  York. 

Organized  by  Professor  of  Law  Sam 
Stonefield  and  School  of  Law  Dean 
Arthur  Gaudio,  chair  of  the  American 
Bar  Association  Legal  Education 
Technology  Committee,  the  conference 
addressed  the  promise  and  problems  of 
E-Docs,  E-Sign,  and  E-Loans.  Honorable 
John  M.  Greaney,  associate  justice, 
Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
served  as  the  keynote  speaker 

"The  conference  included  registrars, 
clerks,  conveyancers,  legislators,  title 
insurers,  and  judges  who  discussed  legal, 
technical,  policy,  and  implementation 
obstacles  and  opportunities  for  this  new 
technology,"  said  Dean  Gaudio. 


Sign  on  the  Dotted. ..E-Doc 

With  savings  of  time,  money,  and  compli- 
ance, electronic  conveyancing  seems  a 
dream  come  true  for  anyone  who  has 
braved  the  documentation  gauntlet  of 
purchasing  or  selling  real  estate.  For  attor- 
neys and  their  clients,  it  offers  the  poten- 
tial for  dramatic  cost  sa\dngs.  It  will  also 
enable  small  or  solo  practices  to  compete 
more  aggressively  wath  larger  firms. 

Imagine  the  convenience  of  electronic 
recording  to  a  retired  alumnus  living  in 
Florida  selling  his  former  home  back  in 
Massachusetts.  The  real  estate  docu- 
ments would  be  generated  electronically 
and  posted  to  a  secure  website.  Under 
the  guidance  of  his  attorney,  the  buyer 
would  access  the  documents  through  the 
Internet  and  sign  them  through  elec- 
tronic signattire  (E-sign)  technology.  The 
final  documents  would  be  sent  to  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  and  stored  in  its  data- 
base. Instead  of  days,  the  transaction 
would  be  recorded  in  minutes.  No  travel, 
no  express  mail,  no  hassles. 

But  making  the  technology  a  reality 
will  take  some  doing.  The  change  would

require  new  legislation.  Making  our 
example  of  a  state-to-state  transaction  a 
reality  would  take  national  compliance 
through  federal  legislation. 

Standardization  both  of  practices  and 
technology  will  hold  the  key  to  implemen- 
tation. Every  county  in  a  state  and  every 
state  in  the  country  would  need  to  follow 
the  same  standards.  The  software  reg- 
istries select  vsdll  determine  how  easily  law 
firms  and  loan  originators  can  move  to 
the  new  technolog)'.  But  technology  may 
be  easier  to  change  than  old  habits. 

By  and  large  the  legal  profession  has 
not  always  embraced  electronic  technol- 
ogy. Fortunately  at  our  School  of  Law, 
computer  literacy  is  a  hands-on  compo- 
nent of  legal  writing  and  research  inte- 
grated into  the  curriculum.  For  our  stu- 
dents who  will  someday  practice  in  the 
area  of  real  estate  law,  the  transition 
from  paper  to  electronic  conveyancing 
should  be  seamless.

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Manhattan:  The  Secret  is  Out

Even  in  the  earliest  days  of  the  Internet,  Steve  Narmontas  knew  this  sweep- 
ing technological  tool  had  the  potential  to  revolutionize  education.  In  his 
spare  time,  Narmontas,  Western  New  England  College's  Educational 
Technology  Center  manager,  developed  a  virtual  classroom  software  system. 
It  came  to  be  known  as  Manhattan  after  colleagues  at  the  College  dubbed 
the  software  "The  Manhattan  Project"  because  of  the  secrecy  in  which  it  was 
originally  shrouded. 


"I  STARTED  WRITING  the  software  on 
my  own  time  at  home  in  1996," 
Narmontas  said.  "In  February  of  1997  I 
brought  it  here  and  introduced  it  to 
the  faculty,  and  it  took  off." 

Manhattan  not  only  caught  on  among 
his  colleagues  at  Western  New  England 
College,  but  fellow  educators  in 
Springfield,  across  the  nation,  and 
around  the  world  recognized  the  pro- 
gram as  a  powerful  classroom  support 
tool  for  students  of  all  ages. 

The  virtual  classroom  program, 
downloaded  from  the  Internet  by  educa- 
tors worldwide  about  5,000  times  and 
translated  into  Spanish,  German,  and 
Italian,  has  now  become  a  staple  among 
Western  New  England  College  students 
and  faculty  alike. 

Through  Manhattan,  billed  as  the 


paperless  alternative  to  the  traditional 
way  of  dealing  with  coursework,  students 
and  their  professors  have  the  ability  to 
keep  in  constant  contact  by  posting  and 
submitting  assignments,  engaging  in  a 
variety  of  discussion  groups,  and  check- 
ing individual  progress  and  grades 
through  a  personal  account. 

And  while  there  are  many  other  simi- 
lar software  packages  on  the  Web,  what 
makes  Manhattan  unique,  Narmontas 
said,  is  that  it  can  easily  be  modified  and 
rereleased  by  each  person  who  down- 
loads it.  With  each  modification,  he 
added,  Manhattan  keeps  getting  better. 

"I  look  at  software  development  as 
academic  research,"  Narmontas  noted. 

Steve's  "academic  research"  has  been 
recognized  by  foundations  that  have 
awarded  Western  New  England  College 


and  other  schools  grants  to  implement 
the  software. 

Not  only  is  the  Western  New  England 
College  community  using  Manhattan, 
but  the  software  is  also  being  utilized 
locally  at  Springfield  College. 

Peter  John  Polito,  professor  of  com- 
puter science  and  physics  at  Springfield 
College,  said  Manhattan  was  introduced 
to  the  college  about  a  year  ago  on  a  trial 
basis  used  by  only  a  handful  of  faculty 
members.  It  has  now  become  a  solid 
addition  incorporated  into  the  curricu- 
lum of  about  50  of  Polito's  colleagues. 

"Having  that  capability  of  being  able 
to  organize  materials  and  communicate 
with  students  is  extremely  valuable," 
Polito  said.  ■

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A  Valiant  Search  for  a  Medical  Miracle  Takes  Fred  Santino  G'79 
from  the  Internet  to  the  Halls  of  Congress

EXTRAORDINARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
can  break  into  ordinary  lives  without 
warning,  challenging  us  to  become  cham- 
pions for  personal  causes  that  lead  to 
public  crusades.  So  began  the  quest  of 
alumnus  Fred  Santino  G79  of  Arlington, 
MA,  a  popular  instructor  in  the  Off- 
Campus  Programs  at  Western  New 
England  College.  By  day  Fred  works  as  a 
project  engineer  for  the  Air  Force 
Electronic  Systems  Center  at  Hanscom 
Air  Force  Base. 

The  healthcare  odyssey  for  Fred  and 
his  family  began  in  January  of  1999.  The 
occasion  was  a  happy  one;  Fred  and  his 
beloved  wife  Ruth-Ann  were  preparing 
to  celebrate  their  25th  wedding  anniver- 
sary. Ruth-Ann,  a  dedicated  elementary 
school  teacher  and  ice-skating  instruc- 
tor, experienced  some  health  problems. 
Fred  sent  her  to  his  doctor;  the  diagnosis 
was  colorectal  (colon)  cancer,  the  second 
most  common  cause  of  cancer  deaths  in 
the  U.S. 

Beginning  with  a  doctor's  callous  deliv- 
ery of  her  prognosis,  all  too  quickly  Fred 
and  Ruth-Ann  realized  they  weren't  bat- 
tling just  a  disease;  they  were  battling  a 
system  mired  in  red  tape  and  divided  by 
walls  that  often  preclude  the  sharing  of 
information  among  healthcare  providers. 

Fred  thought  he  had  a  way  around 
those  walls.  Much  of  his  work  involves 


the  Hanscom  website,  and  he  teaches 
classes  on  Web  research  to  business  and 
law  enforcement  students.  Eager  to  learn 
all  he  could  about  other  treatments  and 
drug  trials,  he  used  his  Internet  expertise 
to  find  answers  on  his  own. 

While  he  searched,  surgery,  radiation, 
and  chemotherapy — the  usual  treat- 
ments— were  tried  on  Ruth-Ann.  The 
surgery  took  a  terrible  toll.  At  times  she 
improved,  but  the  cancer  kept  returning. 

"I  found  that  if  you  get  cancer,  your 
primary  care  doctor  is  really  not 
equipped  to  help  you.  Usually,  you 
change  doctors  and  your  oncologist 
becomes  like  a  primary  care  doctor  But 
the  oncologist  was  pointing  one  way  and 
the  urologist  another  way.  With  cancer, 
somebody  needs  to  take  charge.  We 
moved  her  to  Beth  Israel  Hospital  where 
they  have  a  team  approach." 

Then  a  doctor  on  the  Beth  Israel  team 
told  them  of  a  colleague's  use  of  a  prom- 
ising drug  at  Dana  Farber  Cancer 
Institute. 

"It  kind  of  works  like  a  franchise — 
you  can't  buy  a  Big  Mac  at  Burger  King 
and  you  can't  get  a  drug  in  trials  at  Dana 
Farber  at  Beth  Israel.  We  moved  her 
there  and  the  drug  worked  well — for  a 
while.  Then  doctors  told  us  about 
another  chemo  drug  called  C-225  that 
was  still  in  trials.  It  was  only  available 


outside  of  the  trials  under  a  process 
called  "Compassionate  Use." 

Compassionate  Use  allows  pharma- 
ceutical companies  to  make  unapproved 
drugs  in  trial  available  to  terminal 
patients  who  have  not  responded  to 
other  treatments.  It  is  administered  indi- 
vidually by  each  company;  there  are  no 
federal  regulations.  Because  these  drugs 
are  often  in  limited  supply,  some  compa- 
nies use  a  lottery  system.  But  with  no 
industry  standards  in  place,  patients  are 
at  the  mercy  of  the  company's  policies. 


While  Ruth-Ann  was  undergoing 
another  treatment,  the  Santinos  learned 
that  a  patient  at  the  same  clinic  had 
been  approved  for  C-225  by  contacting 
former  President  Bill  Clinton.  They  were 
outraged. 

ImClone,  the  biotech  manufacturer  of 
C-225,  was  not  responsive  to  the  Santinos' 
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letters  and  emails.  Fred  became  desperate 
to  have  their  case  heard.  He,  Ruth-Ann, 
and  their  two  teenaged  sons,  David  and 
Gregory,  began  a  letter-writing  campaign 
to  the  ImClone  CEO  and  anyone  of  influ- 
ence who  could  get  Ruth-Ann  into  C-225 
treatment — from  President  Bush  to  virtu- 
ally every  Massachusetts  legislator. 

60  Minutes — 24  Hours  Too  Late 

A  press  secretary  for  Vice  President  Dick 
Cheney  shared  the  Santinos'  plight  with 
"60  Minutes."  The  program's  coeditor, 
Lesley  Stahl,  took  on  the  story.  She  con- 
tacted the  Santinos  to  interview  them 
about  Compassionate  Use. 

Despite  Ruth-Ann's  frail  state,  the 
couple  traveled  to  New  York  for  taping 
and  conducted  interviews  from  their 
home,  "As  sick  as  she  was,  she  was  deter- 
mined to  do  it.  She  figured  if  she  told  her 
story,  maybe  she  could  help  other  peo- 
ple," recalled  Fred  proudly. 

The  "60  Minutes"  story  filmed  Ruth- 
Ann  calling  the  manufacturer  asking 
when  the  drug  would  become  available. 
Earlier,  the  company  told  the  Santinos 
Ruth-Ann  was  not  a  candidate  for 
Compassionate  Use  because  she  had 
already  undergone  other  treatments.  The 


piece  also  featured  another, 
younger  colon  cancer  patient, 
who  had  gotten  through  by 
phone  to  the  head  of  the  firm  and 
received  treatment. 

Sadly,  Ruth-Ann  lost  her  two- 
year  battle  with  cancer  on  May 
5,  2001.  The  "60  Minutes"  story 
ran  as  previously  scheduled  the 
next  day. 

But  Fred's  battle  was  not  over 
His  struggle  to  regulate  the 
process  of  Compassionate  Use 
had  reached  the  Halls  of  Congress.  On 
June  20, 2001,  he  testified  passionately  at  a 
Congressional  hearing  spearheaded  by 
Rep.  Dan  Burton  (R-IN),  chair  of  the 
Government  Reform  Committee,  where 
he  shared  his  frustrations  and  suggestions 
for  improvement.  Sitting  in  front  of  him 
was  the  man  he  had  so  desperately  tried 
to  reach — the  CEO  of  ImClone. 

"I  told  Congress  I  worry  about  'poor 
Mrs.  McGillicuddy'  who  doesn't  know 
how  to  turn  a  computer  on.  If  she  doesn't 
have  access  to  the  Web  or  know  where  to 
search,  where  can  she  turn?  Even  if  you're 
really  good  on  the  Web,  it's  very  hard  to 
find  this  kind  of  information." 

Fred's  testimony  and  Web  expertise 


On  a  visit  to  campus  this  fall,  Fred  told  Kara 
Kapinos,  director  of  Alumni  Relations,  "The  stu- 
dents and  faculty  at  the  Off-Campus  Programs 
were  so  supportive  to  us  with  cards,  calls,  and 
emails.  It  really  meant  a  lot." 

also  caught  the  attention  of  the  FDA, 
which  has  invited  his  input  on  the  cre- 
ation of  an  umbrella  website  about 
Compassionate  Use.  In  the  meantime,  he 
has  developed  one  of  his  own,  a  clearing 
house  of  information  for  patients  and 
their  families  searching  for  compassion 
in  an  imperfect  system.  ■

Remember  when  Windham  had  a  security  fence?  How  about  the  shuttle 
ride  to  and  from  Federal  Hall?  Or  dealing  with  poor  TV  reception  and  pay 
phones  on  the  hall  corridors?  When  your  next  door  neighbor  in  Gateway 
Village  was  a  commercial  tenant?  The  days  when  Berkshire  Hall  was  coed 
and  the  women's  floors  were  kept  locked?  Wooden  slats  to  help  keep 
the  '50s  style  Gateway  apartment  windows  locked,  and  carpeted  wooden 
benches  in  the  quad  hall  lounges? 


There  are  graduates  who  know  firsthand 
when  Hampden  Hall  was  the  only  place 
to  live  at  Western  New  England  College; 
with  its  cumbersome,  built-in  fiarniture,  com- 
mon "community"  showers,  cold  tile  floors,  and 
undeveloped  land  surrounding  the  building. 
Members  of  the  Class  of  2002,  by  comparison, 
have  experienced  campus  life  in  up  to  four  very 
different  living  environments.  They  are  the  first 
graduating  class  at  Western  New  England 
College  to  hold  this  distinction.  Like  many  of 
you,  their  memories  begin  in  one  of  the  corri- 
dor-style halls;  all  of  which  have  been  renovat- 
ed with  carpeting,  improved  lighting,  and 
moveable  room  furnishings,  and  retro-fitted 
with  smoke  detectors  and  fire  sprinkler  sys- 
tems. As  sophomores,  members  of  the  Class  of 
2002  had  some  of  the  options  you  may...  or  may 
not. ..have  had — the  opportunity  to  live  in  one 


of  the  uniquely  shaped  Plymouth  suites,  or  in 
an  academic  cluster  in  the  LaRiviere  Living 
and  Learning  Center,  or  by  sharing  time  and 
space  with  juniors  and  seniors  in  the  Gateway 
Village  apartments.  Finally,  they  are  the  first 
class  to  benefit  from  the  brand  new  townhous- 
es in  Evergreen  Village  and  the  community  cen- 
ter that  vdll  provide  laundry  equipment,  a  full 
kitchen  and  serving  area,  plus  multi-purpose 
space  for  socializing,  recreational  activities, 
and  group  study. 

How  things  change!  What  began  as  a  hous- 
ing operation  in  the  1960s  has  matured  into  a 
comprehensive  program  with  a  variety  of  resi- 
dential facilities  that  provide  over  1,600  stu- 
dents not  only  with  structure  and  support,  but 
with  the  opportunities  and  challenges  inherent 
in  more  independent  living  arrangements. 
Amenities  and  technology,  unheard  of  a  decade

The  complex  has 
a  community  center  with  a  laun- 
dry facility,  and  multi-purpose 
recreational  and  study  space. 


ago,  are  now  provided  to  every  resident: 
Internet  access,  cable  TV  and  telephone 
voicemail,  to  name  a  few:  These  services 
are  no  longer  viewed  as  a  luxury.  They  are 
an  expectation  of  both  parents  and  stu- 
dents. The  rabbit-ear  TV  vnth  fuzzy  recep- 
tion, the  record  or  cassette  player  that 
provided  many  of  us  with  entertainment, 
have  been  replaced  by  multi-media  sys- 
tems with  surround  sound,  as  well  as  per- 
sonal computers  for  study  and  video 
games  for  free  time.  Student  IDs  have 
become  "smart  cards,"  providing  electron- 
ic access  to  the  residence  halls  and  the 
dining  room.  Energy  efficient  geo-thermal 
heating  and  cooling  adds  to  the  creature 
comforts  in  the  new  tovmhouses,  while 
sound  insulated  study  rooms  with 
panoramic  views  of  the  campus  provide 
for  individual  quiet  time  and  group  study 
in  the  LaRiviere  Center 

Increasing  numbers  of  students 
choose  to  live  at  Western  New  England 
College.  Approximately  90  percent  of 
incoming  students  and  77  percent  of 
returning  students  reside  in  college  hous- 
ing. New  construction,  which  has  added 
350  beds  to  the  campus  since  the  '99-'00 
academic  year,  and  renovation  of  the 
Rivers  Building  (which  created  living 
space  for  an  additional  40)  has  helped  to 
meet  the  demand.  The  Residence  Life 
staff  has  grown  with  the  expanding  resi- 
dential population  as  well.  When  I  began 
as  director  18  years  ago,  there  were  21  res- 
ident advisors,  four  graduate  head  resi- 
dents, and  an  assistant  director.  The  resi- 


dence life  staff  now  consists  of  five  full- 
time  professionals,  five  graduate  resi- 
dence managers,  a  senior  resident  advisor, 
and  38  resident  advisors.  While  staff 
members  still  play  a  critical  role  wdth 
operational  issues  (those  work  order 
requests  you  may  remember  asking  your 
RA  to  fill  out),  they  actively  contribute  to 
enhancing  the  quality  of  student  life. 
More  than  300  programs  and  events  were 
sponsored  by  RAs  last  year  alone.  The 
Residence  Hall  Association  has  matured 
as  well,  with  the  membership  not  only 
hosting  purely  fun  events  such  as  the 
annual  "bed  race"  and  "spring  fling,"  but 
playing  a  greater  role  in  community  serv- 
ice and  governance  issues.  Recent  gradu- 
ates may  be  aware  of  the  community  stan- 
dards boards  in  each  residence  area  and 
RHA  fund  raising  activities  such  as  the 
"giving  tree"  and  "dream  date"  auction. 

Students  themselves  recognize  and 
appreciate  what  the  College  has  to  offer 
in  the  residential  experience.  Kelly 
Goodyear,  a  senior  business  manage- 
ment major  and  second  year  resident 
advisor,  lived  in  Windham  Hall,  the 
LaRiviere  Center,  and  now  Evergreen 
Village.  Each  was  a  rewarding  experience 
that  she  says,  "only  got  better."  Chris 
Cutler,  a  criminal  justice  major  and  sen- 
ior class  president,  appreciated  the  bal- 
ance of  personal  freedom  and  sense  of 
community  as  a  sophomore  in  Plymouth 
Complex.  And  while  he  enjoyed  apart- 
ment life  in  Gateway  Village,  the  design 
of  Evergreen  Village  is  "like  a  neighbor- 


hood" or  a  "family  setting"  for  seniors. 
"It's  more  than  I  imagined  it  would  be." 

And  what  does  the  future  hold?  The 
campus  Facilities  Master  Plan  supports 
the  need  for  additional  housing.  As  was 
the  case  with  the  LaRiviere  Center  and 
Evergreen  Village,  the  design  of  forth- 
coming residential  facilities  will  be  influ- 
enced by  the  needs  and  preferences 
of  students,  as  well  as  the  College's 
Strategic  Plan.  The  newest  facilities 
include  intentionally  designed  space 
where  residents  can  invite  faculty  and 
staff  to  join  them  outside  of  a  student's 
room.  And  the  commitment  to  provide 
well-maintained  facilities  will  continue 
as  well.  Last  summer,  the  College  began 
to  restructure  the  one  bedroom  apart- 
ments in  Gateway  Village,  to  create  more 
generous  living  space  for  residents.  Floor 
lounges  will  be  re-added  to  the  tradition- 
al residence  halls. 

Western  New  England  College's  com- 
mitment to  learning  beyond  the  class- 
room and  facilities  for  the  future  means 
that  housing  is  much  more  than  just 
lodging.  Newly  built  and  renovated  facil- 
ities provide  a  variety  of  environments 
that  facilitate  student  development  from 
freshman  through  senior  year.  As  an 
institution,  we  'walk  the  talk'  and  I 
remain  challenged  and  energized  by  our 
commitment  to  never  be  content  with 
status  quo  when  it  comes  to  the  better- 
ment of  student  life  and  the  residence 
experience.  ■

Standout  Jim  Geyer  '82 

"On  behalf  of  Western  New  England  College  and  our  football 
team,  we  express  our  sincere  sympathy  to  the  Geyer  Family," 
said  WNEC  football  coach  Gerry  Martin.  "Jimmy  will  never  be 
forgotten.  Once  a  Golden  Bear,  always  a  Golden  Bear." 


Former  Western  New  England  College 
football  standout  Jimmy  Geyer  '82  was 
killed  in  the  terrorist  attack  on  the  World 
Trade  Center  in  New  York  City.  A  native  of 
Rockville  Centre,  NY,  he  worked  for  Cantor 
Fitzgerald  and  was  on  the  105th  floor  when 
American  Airlines  Flight  11  crashed  into 
the  building  on  September  11. 

Geyer  played  split  end  for  the 
Golden  Bears  for  four  years  and 
was  a  member  of  the  College's  first 
NCAA  Division  III  program  in 
1981.  He  caught  37  passes  for  685 
yards  and  nine  touchdowns  from 
1979-81.  In  1981  he  had  14  recep- 
tions for  248  yards  and  a  pair  of 
touchdowns  in  the  school's  inaugural  var- 
sity season.  (WNEC  played  club  football 
from  1970  to  1980). 

Western  New  England  College  held  a 
moment  of  sOence  for  Geyer  before  a  home 
football  game  October  13  with  UMass- 
Dartmouth.  On  October  20,  the  school  col- 
lected over  $1,500  from  ticket  sales  and 


donations  at  the  Framingham  State  College 
contest  that  was  donated  along  with  several 
articles  of  athletic  apparel,  including  a  foot- 
ball jersey  with  the  number  22  (Jimmy's  old 
number)  to  the  Geyer  Family. 

"I  spoke  with  Jimmy  two  years  ago,  and 
he  invited  us  to  bring  our  students  down  to 
visit  his  company  and  for  a  tour  of 
the  building,"  recalled  former  busi- 
ness professor  Henry  Bazan,  who 
was  the  head  football  coach  from 
1970-79.  "He  was  an  excellent  exam- 
ple of  the  wholistic  student,  which 
is  the  philosophy  of  the  institution. 
He  participated  in  extracurricular 
activities,  especially  football  which 
he  loved,  and  was  a  good  academic  student." 

Jimmy's  story  was  featured  in  the  NCAA 
News  (Nov.  19)  in  an  article  about  former 
college  athletes  lost  in  the  terrorist  attack 
on  the  World  Trade  Center. 

Geyer  was  41  when  he  died.  He  leaves  his 
wife  Cathy  and  three  children,  Michele,  13, 
Matthew,  11,  and  Laura,  6.  ■
